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The Ministry of Foreign Affairs presents its compliments to the Embassy of the United 
States of America at Paris and refers to its note verbale No. 342 of July 27, 1994, regarding the 
Annex on Intellectual Property initialed on March 24, 1994, by representatives of the 
Government of the French Republic and of the Government of the United States of America. 

In its above-mentioned note, the Embassy proposes that said Annex (enclosed) be 
incorporated into scientific and technical cooperative agreements between French and American 
research institutions unless otherwise agreed to by such institutions. 

The Ministry of Foreign Affairs has the honor to inform the Embassy of the United States 
of America that the relevant French authorities agree to recommend to French research 
institutions that they incorporate the above-mentioned Annex into, or append it to, scientific and 
technical cooperative agreements or conventions between French and American' research 
institutions. 

For the application of section II.B.2.D. of the Annex, the Ministry of Foreign Affairs 
accepts the proposals of the Embassy as set forth in its note No. 342 of July 27, 1994. 
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The Ministry of Foreign Affairs avails itself of this opportunity to renew to the Embassy 
of the United States of America the assurances of its high consideration.
